Mr.  Pitt  muft  prepare  himfcif 
for  the  emergency— all  ti  adc  ia  fuf- 
pended— all  confidence  at  an  end 
—all  the  money  which  ufed  to  go 
to  the  maintenance  and  ffiaport  of 
commerce  is  now  dra^-ll  within 
n^ie  vortex  cf  a  fpeculaiion  in  the 
fuiu's,  which  threatens  the  luper 
ftrudthrt  fffirlf  with  ruih.
